operated KrocMy atorea in Keftro ncigmorhooda for man; ycara aod 
admit! that he tnaka inoat ot-hEs pTofita. off Negro trade, attended 
a certain jneetlng with bis ^he nejgbbon tnd Joined with tbein 
411 a Khemc to oppoM NtKro invasion into a certain section of 
the dty. 

This rej^rt came to tlie Htgrata through a newi item publiahed 
in Ifie Globe- Demofrat. Storlis was immediately pointed out as 
being very imapprMUlive of .hi» Negro trade, and a boycott was 
immediately instituted against him among the Uegtats.' 

Mr. Storks dctMed he attended the meeting and filed a suit 
against the .Clobe-Deni«crst in pn>tcst oE his innocence. He also 

Kobbahed a slatement 6vcr iVin »igruture in llie Argus saying that 
e was not present at .nuch a meeting. 

Tha Argus' Poaition 

Wfl allowed Mr. Storks to make his statement because. he de- 
clared be was innocent of the charge, ami t>ecausc it ii our policy 
10 be fair and Juat to every one in the conduct of the Argus, regard 
less of race ar^olor, We did not believe it fair to' condemn a mar 
while he is proteattog his innocence. That is the thing that the 
Argus is fighting, 'yea. Rghling with alt our mig^t. 

The Negro has been the 'victim of co^dcmnatktn without : 
trial, and we are opposejl to such practices. If Mr. Storks at 
tended the ntttting that had for its purposes hindering the progress 
of the Nepro. it is the duty of every Negro to whhdraw their sup- 
port *ftoalbim, and the Argus will be the lirst to condemn him. 
But we shall refuse to say he was there unless wc are able to 
prove it j^-4 . , 

We UK this SfMCc'lo make dear our position to the pu 
because there have, ^n all kinda of falie statements madeQ^,^^ 
make ibis statement Avith the hope that it wil) clear tip laatters 
and that we will not be forced Into a light against the Negro. 

We know that the fiir-muided and those who have the interest 
of the race at heart will agree with us, that this is no time for 
fighting each others Therefore, . we (tive out this statement with 
malice toward, none, but justice to all.
